Fishing Town 
o 
Is Demolished 


LAKE CHARLES, La. (UP) - 
Waters of a hurricane-generated 
tidal wave that almost destroyed 
the tiny fishing town of Cameron, 
La., receded slowly today and 
permitted 
rescue 
workers 
tc 
J search for possibly more victims 
of a disaster that already has 
claimed 161 lives. 


A report from Cameron said the 
water had fallen back to a point 
this morning about four miles out 
of the village. Buses and trucks 
began carrying the injured and 
dead to a flooded highway and 
loaded them on barges for the 
long boyage to Lake Charles. 


Calcasieu Parish Sheriff Henry 
Reid said 1.000 rescue workers 
were on hand at Cameron to help 
in cleanup operations. Officials at 
Lake Charles planned to send bull­ 
dozers on barges to Cameron at 
dawn. 


Although the death toll at Cam­ 
eron and other communities on 
the Louisiana coast was fixed at 
161, more bodies may be found 
when bulldozers start scraping up 
the debris left by Hurricane Aud­ 
rey, first storm of the season. 


Snakes Terrorize Victims 


Cameron, a thin string of house* 
on the Gulf Coast, caught the 
hardest blow of the .second worst 
hurricane in almost 20 years.

Most of the dead were drowning 
victims, but others died in a dozen 
different ways. One, the child of 
Mrs. Stephen Broussard of Pecan 
Island, died from the bite of a 
poisonous snake washed ashore by 
Adurey.
